Washington, June 26. — E. L. Denby, 
Secretary of the .Vavy, Friday admin- 
istered a public reprimand to Rear 
Admiral William S. Slma for state- 
ments In the Admiral's recent speeeh 
In London reflecting on tlu> activitlc-i 
of Sinn Fein sympathizers in America. 
The reprimand was made on request 
ot the houaee of Congress, Leglsla- 
turea and other public bodice, which 
have adopted resolutions of sympathy 
with the Irish republican cause. 

The rebuke waa conveyed to Ad- 
miral Sims at his hotel In a letter 
from Mr. Denby disapproving two 
paragraphs of the correct tect of the 
speech furnished by the Admiral — 
one paragraph branding the Sinn Fein 
element in Amerlra as the enemy of 
both Britain and America and attrib- 
uting Irish republican resolutions to 
the influence of "jackass votes" and 
the other paragraph predicting that 
the BngUsh-apeaUng peoples will yet 
be united in a comradeship which will 
enahia them to "run this round globe." 

The secretary pronounced the of- 
fense of Admiral Sims aggravated by 
his disregard of the warning involved 
In his reprimand in 1011 by President 
William Howard Taft for a speec"! In 
London In wliich lie saiil that if tlioir 
empire was ever seriously mon;(cei! In 
an "European coailtlou," 'tlie nriil'ili 
could "count on every man, every dol- 
lar, every drop of blood of your kin- 
dred across the sea." 

"Tbe department deplores the fact 
that it' ii neceamry to rebuke a flag 
offlieer in public, but you have made 
the action unavoidable," the Denby 
letter of reprimand declared, and con- 
tinued:

Back m ib^iO the elder D'lttaeli wrote: "In China the girls are 
continually plnoking their eye-browa that they may be thin and 
lonff." 

He ipoke of this mtum among the Chinese in an essay on fem- 
inine fashions prevailing in benighted eonntries like China, Turkey 
and Afriea. 

He cited it as an example of the lengths to which women in thosi 

lands will go in ordiT to conform to tiifir peculiar notions of heauty- 
He described the Chinese custom of pluckiug lyt-brows in con- 
neetion with similar eustoms elsewliere, such as the practice of wo- 
men of Oreenland who color their faces blue and yellow; and the 
fashion of painting the fttee red, among native women of India; and 
the custom in ancient Persia of breaking the nose in order to give it 
the aquiline contour. 

"Thank goodness," the ladies of D'Israeli's time doubtless ex- 
claimed, "fashion docs not condemn us to such atrocities.'" 

And he would have been regarded as a crazy prophet who would 
have predicted that 100 years later women in America and Europe 
would be having their eye-brows plubed in order to produce the thin 
and long effect so popular in China.

EVEllT .\LLI£D NATION 

AT PEACE EXCEPT U. S. 

Eiuli .Made I'aol )VIIh tJerimiiiy Iti l«l'.» 
While TIUs Country Held 
Back By Wilson. 

Washington, — That tlie making of 
a separate peace with (ieruiany two 
and a half years after the .irlual ces- 
sation of hostilities implies no aban- 
donment of tbe allies of the United 
States is asserted by Chairman Steph- 
en 0. Porter, ot the House Committee 
on FV>relgn Affairs. He says: 

"It ia frequently asserted that by of- 
ficially declaring the state of war at 
an end wo are abandoning the Allies 
and our associates In tho late war 
Tills Is a gross nilsstalcmcnt of fact. 
All tlio nations that signed the treaty 
of Vorsaliles did so with full knowl- 
edge that It was not effective, so far as 
tho United States was concerned, un- 
til ratified by the Senate; yet notwith- 
standing this knowledge, unmindful of 
their rescue by this country from de- 
feat and possible vassalage, and with 
a toUl disregard for our righU In case 
the United States Senate tailed to rat- 
ify the treaty, they made the follow- 
ing a part of the treaty: 

" 'A first proccs verbal of the deposit 
of ratifi<'atioi\ will lie drawn up as 
soon aa the treaty has been ratified by 
Germany, on tlie one hand, and by 
three ot tho principal allied and as- 
sociated pawers. on the other hand. 
Prom tbe date of this proces verbal 
the treaty will come into force be- 
tween the high contracting parties 
who have ratitled it' 

"Under this provision any three of 
the principal allied and associated 
powers could make a separate peace 
I witli Germany and leave all the other 
nations in a stale of war. They avail- 
ed themselves of this privilege. Tbe 
Oerman National Assembly ratified 
the treaty on .luly 10, 1019; Great Hrl- 
laln on .luly 31. Ifin; Italy on Octo- 
ber 7, 1919; tho Republic of France on 
October iS, 1919; the Empire of Japan 
on October J7, 1919; and the proces 
verbal was promulgated on the lOtb of 
December, IMt. On that date oU mat- 
ters in dispute betwem Oermany, 
Oreat Britain. France, lUly and Japan 
wore adjusted an dsettled and a sttte 
or peace created among themselves, 
whwiie tho United States, not having 
n.'iliried the treaty, was allowed to 
shift for Itself. The adbandonment. If 
any, has been of the Unlte.l States, as 
we are still at war. while the Allies 
have been enjoyliic thn advantages ot 
peace since December 10, 1919. If we 
bad made treaties of peace with the 
Cential Powera before the Allies and 
our osennttes dM. there woald be jus 
tiricatioa oC tke ehene that we bad
